Grimes, who was employed by Mr 
Spears, a contractor, left Hallandale 
with the big Indian Motor truck for 
a load of rock and was crossing the 
track near the county line when the 
train came along. There wa,s a heavy 
fog at the time, which prevented En- 
gineer R. J. Holmes from seeing the 
truck, which was struck with ronsid 
erable force and dragged for some 
distance. 
The engine was derailed 


and was turned sideways across the 
track and all traffic was held up until 
after 1 o'clock, -when a siding was 
built around 
wrecked engine. 


Conductor Harry Williams and his 
crew went to the head of the train 
after the accident and found the un- 
conscious form of the driver, who was 
hurried to the hospital In this city.

SAYLEGUSLATORS 


All Agree Great Area Must 


Be Reclaimed 


A party of fifty-five members of 


!he Florida Legislature, accompanied

One may either use free sulphur, 


or some of its compounds, applying it 
dry, or in the form of a spray. Free 
sulphur is one of tile oost remedies 
against red spiders, or mites. 
It is 


somewhat slower in its action than 
same compounds of sulphur, taking 
often two to three days or more to 
do its work, but it remains active for 
a long time, frequently two or three 
weeks and usually kills the mites. Sul- 
phur can be applied dry, and be driv- 
en into the citrus trees or strawberry 
beds by means of a blower or duster 
In the strawberry patch it can be ap- 
plied by hand, or shaken into 
the 


vines through a closely woven cloth 
or a perforated can. 


Sulphur and Lime 


It is better to mix three parts of 


dry sulphur with one part of hydrat.-d 
linio. 
The 
lime can be bought or 


made by adding 32 pounds (four gal- way 
Ions) of water to each 100 pounds, of will 
quicklime. 
Mix hydrated lime 
and 


pounds of sulphur. 
Cover the 
lime 


with six quarts of water, and as the 
m.xture becomes heated add the sul, 
phur slowly. When the slaking 
is 


over, quickly cool the mass by pour- 
ing cold water into it. 


Lime-sulphur does not work 
well 


on hairy plants and is hardly to be] 
recommended for strawberries or oth- 
er plants in bloom. 


Potassium sulphide (livers of sul- 


)hur) makes a very effluent and 
liiick-aeUng spray. Use a pound and 


half to 50 gallons of water. 
None of these insecticides kill the 


PRgs, so it may be necessary to repeat 
the spray or dusting a week later.
